Traatmcnt moit In all lintaiina 
commence on the instant; than ia.not arm a 
second to loseb Slapping tham 00 tha back 
with oonaiderabia (oroa la tha old mathod, 
known and employed by lUl awtban, and Is 
tbe offending objaot whioh hM "goaa tha 
wrong way" fa anall, or a drop of liquid, that 
yeiy generally proTM affaotoal. If, iwwwvar, 
it.fa not so immadlataly, aomathlng aba mnsi 
bedona Tba nasi atap, and It would ba m 
wall to take it ayao without waiting to sea if 
tba flrit has prorad SBOosasful, it to so plaoo 
tha child that tha head will ba lower than tha 
body and tha faoa down. Very young chil« 
dnn can ba oau|^ and sutpendcU by the 
feat or hdd oyer the mother's knees; not on 
tha back, but on "tbe stomach." That change 
of position will often causa tha offending sub- 
•tanoa to drop into tbe mouth, and a forcible 
blow «B the back will assist it. 

HO TIMS TO LOSK. 
Pau.sing scarcoly more tlmii iin liistjuit to 
see wln<tht,'r or not the child biis caught his 
brentli, the mothnr, hoth liuniis hciiin aiiplit>d 
to thi> chest, shinild, with no little stren^;th, 
and [xis-vihly all which sh« can put forth, by 
one iiiiick. Huddea ffTort force tlmniroon- 
taiiicd tlii ii iii from the lun^s. If tho child 
inucrosK hiT kiiet'8 head and fat-e downward, 
this prcK-ediire will be easy, and tho force 
maybe applied principally to th« back, both 
bandii In-iiig pla<^ on mrli sid« of the 8pina, 
the flngeni lyina; along tho rihii. As she 
presKS ilowim-tird with th» palms of her 
hands, her (inxcr* should prew inward, by 
'Khich mettiui vt-ry much of the air in the 
lungs will l>« exi>«IIed. As before said, tbe 
act must be sudden and quick, for it is only 
by forcing a large yolume of air out of the 
windiJij* that we can expect to drive out the 
object which closee it If the child is held by 
the fe<'t, then the pressuro uix>n the 
chest should lie a[>i>lie<l to the tides of 
it. In all cas«« the hands should be re- 
moyed at once after tbe air is driven 
from the lungs, ao they can fill 
again. It is well also to shake the body vio- 
lently a few times. In tbe meantime, if the 
father, a grown child or a neighbor la pna- 
eut, that one should be prepared to take the 
next step. \Vhile the child is acroai ita 
mother's kneee, in tbe position already d»- 
scribed, tbe uasistant should kneel, and with 
tbe forefinger search tbe throat and dislodge 
tlie offending body if found. Tliey ^ y? n H 
enter the finger qtdokly but gently and paH 
it to the side of tha throat, not directly in. 
Once back aa far M ttiey can pat it, it aboold 
bo carried from one side to tha other, and lb 
that way made to sweep the throats Byen if 
they do not reach and dialodga tha troable, 
they will very likely asoite an effort on tha 
part of the victim to Tomlt, la whloh com 
often tbe throat and windpipe are cleared. If 
tha mother to alone daring the aoddaot she 
must use her own forefinger as dsaoribed, the 
head of the diild ImIi« atUl kapttoir, with 
the face downward. | 
Tha tmatmant which we have gfyan fa 
aboat all ^idiioh can be applied in tiwabeence 
of a phyaioUn; the nearest shoald be sent for , 
tba first instant the child becomee choked.!

Whenttie child "oaUhes his breath" there 
will be no niiKt«king the fact, and until he ' 
does so one ineth.xl of trmtineiit should ful- j 
low another iii rtijiiU successiou, it being ro- 
membure<l that it one once foils it is not ' 
hkely to be succeKsful if repeated, unless it ' 
be searching; the throat with the finger. At

TREATMK.NT F\)R OROWM PERSONS. 

The treatment which we have described 
for children when choked suggests that which 
should be applied when a grown person ' 
meets with that accident; the principle is the 
same. If a person eating presents the symp- 
toms, the first thing for a bystander to do is . 
to give him "a soimding wbaek" on tha back. ' 
This sometinua will aat him coughing. If it 
doea, than a friendly band should be pressed 
for a few moments on the M called Adam's 
apple, If tliat fa done, %ndtht offlsading ob- 
^t fa in the windpipe, aol Infreqnently it 
will beejected. If it to not, without delay 
tba yictim should ba plaoad ia thapoaition 
Mdsrad for childraa, head low with tba ftoa 
downward. If there fa a sofa or bed at band 
ba iboald be moyed m quickly aa poaaiUa to 
that, and while being earriad ba should not 
be face upward bat tamed and kept faoa 
downward. Once on tbe bad or sofa, or ex* 
ttiuded on diair, lying on hfa stomach, ha 
slioald ba drawn (Nirtly over the edge of 
whateyar ba fa lying upon until hfa head fa 
lowar than hfa body. A friendly hand aboold 
then support tba forehMd, as one would 
naturally do aren were the patient endeavor- 
ing to vomit. For one to pass the forefinger 
into and sweep tbe throat while another vio- 
lently shakes the body fa tbe next experiment. 
Tbe air should also be driven from the lunga 
by the same quick and sudden effort as de- 
scribed in the case of a choking child. 

In very few casoa will this treatment fail, 
but In Komo it must. Efforts to sitve the un- 
fortunate must not, however, W n hi.xe.l imtil 
a physician arrivea and assiimi.« cluuKe of 
tha casa Here it is well to wiy that whoever 
fa sent for the pli\ sirijm shoulii not fail to tt ll 
him before he Umves his ollire that the pjfc- 
tient is eh' >l<iii;^, ttmt he may provnlc himself 
with the in oii.

Work Too Bard? 

It fa said that tha American people work 
harder to obtain tba "ahnigbty dollar " than 
any other people or nation in the world, 
wbifa they are more favfah in spending when 
they get it This may be true or not, but they 
certainly get more dollars for th. tame work 
than any other people, and they arc not g.u- 
arally penurious in spending them for their 
own comfort and pleasure, or mean in ap- 
propriating them for charity and all good 
works. 

It fa certainly true, also, that n>any pro 
feesional and businMs men, lawyers doctors, 
merchants, et<-. , including tome public ofB- 
cials, esp«« ially In our large cities, work too 
hard and destroy their health, by both mental 
and physical rif-rtion, protracti d for U)o long 
a tiiiio wiihout proper recrHaction. The 
workinginen and laboring chuvses also com- 
plain of working t'K) hard, and the gn-at 
qnestioiis of the day are those of "ialnir and 
wages," whi<-h ciaiin attention through 
"sti'iUes," labor organizations, sooialtotfa and 
anarchii'ul demonstrations. 

i'lie (|ii. siioii, "Do Americans work too 
httiiK" i« i|uii es u distinction to Ik> made be- 
twet'ii natives and foreigners who form so 
large a portion of the ixipuhition 
of the i'liilcd Htates. Foreigners prin- 
cipally perform what Is considered the 
hardest work, building railroads, mining 
coul, and other lal>orious employment, and 
whether they work too hard, in fact, or harder 
than AiiiericaiiH generally in other occupa- 
tions, is a question which might be considered 
by itself. They probably do not work harder 
iu this thuu In their own country or they 
would nut continue to come here in such 
Urge numbers. Both Americans and for- 
eigners, however, will probably claim that 
they have to work "too hard."— City Comp- 
troller Loew iu The Bpoob.

An old grav haired aum often bM a wife of 
ttyaaiaolaaHoais otbera It is, of coarse, 
rather a stratab of language to call them 
wlvee, for they bava ao ktad of marriage 
ceremony, and are m oftw secured by ab- 
duction M by purebaaa TUa way of win- 
ning a wile to aatnrally eondudve to eon- 
stant fighting, which forma a large part of 
the interest of their Uvea, the more so as, i 
owing to tba lew vahw est upon women's 
livee, that sax (wbieb it to really impossible 
in thfa connectiOB to apeak of M tha fair aex) 
fa scarce. 

They eat any kind of food they can lay 
their hands u]>on, meat of any kind, of 

I course, and no matter how stale, the fat and 
entrails quite uncotiked and the rciiiaindor 
scarcely more prepared. Rnnkes, lizards; 
] frogs, white ants, grubs of almost any kind 
• and the iKxlies of home kinds of moths they 
cst«<<ni highly. Tlio women, who always 
j ha\ >■ t'> do a.n3 thing in the way of carrying 
that has t<i >)« done, carry their babies 
I (j)ickaiiiiiies) slung over their t arks in a kan- 
garoo skin. If a woman hns not got a bahy 
to carry, or tometinivs even if she has, she ^ 
carries a bag made of the witne mat* rial, tlie ] 
contents of which constitut« thnr (■ii!y food 
against future want^ It Is an awful thing to 
see the contents of this bag. The wTiter has 
seen two women, who had come np to an 
Australian station to beg for food, given tlie 
' remains of a rice pudding in a pudding di-sli. j 
The one who carried the bag took it down 
off her shoulders and gravely be^'an to un- 
kxid it — on top, perhaps, two or thrp«' cni<ts 
of bread, jfref-n with mold, then a piece of 
raw meat half putrefied ; an old tobacco pipe; 
an epeatum'i skin; tome red clay, a little 
greaty; black hair; and at last a very dirty 
piece of aa old flannel shirt was reached. I 
This, which was about a foot square, was! 
spread carefully on the grotmd. The contents ' 
of tbe pudding dish were tct>ope<l into it with 
a most filthy luuid. It was neatly and gravely 
folded up and put back in the bottom of the 
bag, and tlien the other vaiuablee were re- 
placed on top of it. 
I And yet, tliuugh so degraded, they are far 
from useless, these creatures. They make 
tolerably good shepherds, oaa be taught t< > 
uso their hands skillfully in any way that Is 
^ desired, and tlie good ones among them may 
be trustMl to <lo things that many a white 
man would not do well and conscientiously. 
Settlers will send their horses long distauces 
I in charge of a "blackfellow," and sheep, too, 
[ are often intrusted to them to drive to out'- 
I lying stations or down into the town to mar- 
i ket. 

1 Even thow of them who have been brought 
I moat near to * atato of civilization require 
every now and then a month in a savage 
state in the bush, and after working, perhaps 
about the stable yard, in clothes, and appear 
ing quite domesticated for months tegether, 
they will suddenly inform their etoployer,

Senator Juckann's Illuudy lluel. 

Senator James Jackson of Georgia fought 
a bloody duel liefore be came to Washington. 
He was an Englishman by birth, but he cama 
to Savaiiiiub when a lad, studied law, was a 
leading Freemason, and fought gallantly in 
the Revolutionary war. He killed Lieuten- 
ant Governor. Wells in 1780, in a duel, and 
was engaged in several other "afCaira of 
honor," until ho finally determined to aooapl 
a challenge on such terms as would maka il 
bfa last duel. ISo be prescribed, as the tanna, 
that each party, armed with a doubfa bar. 
raled gim loaded with buckshot, and with a 
banting knife, sbouhl row himself inaakiS 
to dadgnated pointo on opposite sidM of 
tba Savannah rivar. When tha ci^ 
otoak atruck 12 each party abould start aad 
row bfa akifl to a amaU ishHid in tha middla 
of tba river, which wm wooded aad oowad 
with underbrush. Oa arriving at tha fatand 
aaeh party was to moor hfa skiff, staad by H 
for tan mlnutee, and then go about oo tba 
bland till the meetioy took place.

Mr. Cecil farther states in his sketch : 
"The New York Society was the first to 

respond, and not the Philadelphia Society 
organized by Dr. Staughton, a Baptist." 

I fail to see the force of this, as I did not 
say that thn i'hilndelphia Society was the 
first to responfl, and Mr. Cecil evidently 
overlooks liie fact lliat the New Y.irk So- 
ciety oweii itH origin to Williani Colgate, 
a Baptist. Of couree I nerer meant that 
the fiaptists alone organized what is 
liuowu as the Ainericnn liible Society, 
and 1 never aaiil so. My claina was only 
that the idea of •ocietien in America for 
the circulation of the fiihie took active 
form firat among Baplists, and that this 
idea developed into the formation of the 
general sottiety, and I most respectfully 
atHrm that liistory dor'' support this claim, 
and refer for proof to ttie very sources 
irom wbicti Mr. Cecil made such copious 
quotations 

Mr. Cecil next takes up the statement 
which he made in bis address that "in 
1836 it was learned that Dr. Jndson and 
his associates had translated instead of 
transferrinK bapiixo," adding tbat Mr 
Garrett infers from this language what 
was not charpred, that those nsissionaries 
either 'knowingly violated the rales of 
the society,' or else 'obtained moaeyander 
false pretenses,' and as one bright (entle- 
uan remarked by the array of syllogisms 
almost proTed it on them.^' I will to a 
step farther than the aforesaid "bright 
gentleman" and afflru that I did prove it 
on them, if Mr. CixU^'n y/ru/n'M.'* nrc tru4 
Of course the point of my argument was, 
tbat the American Hibie .Society had no 
such rule, and that Mr. Judson therefore 
violattd neither Ihe lulter nor spirit of 
aay article of ita (junstii ution, or any 
by-law u /vr-ruirii; iinwork, when he made 
his Biirmu.HC trauulalion. That this posi- 
tion is true sau b« plainly ttcen hy any 
one who takes the trouliie to read the 
Constitution. Art. I of that Constitution 
is the only one hearrn^ on the suhjeet, 
anil It plainly states ths' "tlioonly copies 
?n llif F.iiijiith l(iiujii»ge, to be circulated by 
the BiK'ieiy, shall lie of the version now 
in common nh«e." In the Address acoon- 
p.inying and ezpl^iniog tlie Constitution 
the framers state ttiat tbey organized ' it 
fur the diaseminaiion of the >S.:ripturt)8 in 
the restfived Torsions, where tbey exist, 
and in tlie vxott faUkpU where they may 
bs required." 

Ifniversai testimony is borne by all to 
the iailhfuloeaa of Judson's Burmese 
Sible. Its cstholicity, and not its faith- 
fulness was assailed. Indeed a distin- 
guished Pedo-baptist seliolar declares it 
to be the "aarest and most scholarly 
translation of the Bible ever made by s 
modern misitionary into aforeign tongue."

Under tlie circumstances which I sliall 
now reUie, ii would have Imeii an insult 
to the iiitelliijeiice of that boily, had Dr. 
Cone volunteered llii.s inforniatioii. Ihe 
real question is, did the Society have any 
knowledge of the fact that Baptist foreign 
naissionaries always translated bnptizo. 
Were there opportunities for them to gain 
that information? Let us see. Baptist 
Missions were began in India in 1793, 
and the translation of bapiizo and its 
cognates immediately followed. The 
Kritisb and Foreign Bible Society was 
founded in 1804, and its OaleatU Anzil- 
ary in 1807. From the first, the Baptists 
were invited and did oe^psrata nith 
these Societies, and their tmnslatioiis w«re 
aided by both. In 1818 an ofllefal corre* 
spondenee between the Seeretaries of the 
B. and F. Soc. and the Bog. Bap. Miss. 
8oe»is recorded. In that correapondence 
the feet is brought out that the Baptist 
Missionaries always translated baplieo, 
and with this understanding the Bible 
ktoc. still continued to aid the Baptist 
translations. The fact of tbis translation 
becam* a matti-r of wnrld-wide mUoriety in 
the Miisidiiary world, heint discussecf in 
the Missionary publications of the day. 
Now bv a reference to the Amer. Bible 
.Society's report for I SJO, p. 51 , you will 
fiud a mention of these very versions. 
Ajt'ain in the Report for hS'.M, p. 44, men- 
tion is ma'le of other translations by 
llieie same missionaries at Serampore, 
India, and on p. 45 of the sane re|iort it 
will be seen that one of these very mis- 
sionaries, Rev Mr. Ward, then visiting 
in this country, visited the Society, and 
was presented with copies of their pabli- 
cations. Again in 1K33 the Amer. Baptist 
Board of Foreign Missions passed a res- 
olution instructing their missionaries to 
follow the example of the English Bap- 
tist Missionaries and te "translate all 
words capable of translation." It has 
been proved beyond qaestion that ooplee 
of this rssolntion were pisoed on the 
table of the Board of Ifanagers and 
eiven to imdividuol membm of Mol Board. 
Vow in view ef these facts, it has been 
well asked: "Can you bring a more 
serious charge against the managers of 
the American Bible Society than to say 
that for twenty years they had been aid- 
ing and reoommendiBg these versions, 
that the Board bad had intercourse with 
Ward, one of tlie translatort, ami yei 
that at least thirty of the wisi^st men in 
America, having charge of that Sca^iety, 
were ignorant of the most vital question 
as to the character of the versions that 
they were circulating ? Ko man can lay 
it to their ctiar>{e tiiat they were i>{iiorant 
of concerning t he sort of v-rsions which 
thev were using the trust tuiids of the 
Hociety to circulate, williout rellecting 
upon their ohtiiseneKS of miad, and con- 
science loo." And yet if this paper from 
h ( h Mr. Ocil ijuotes be true, these 
thirty of tiie wisest men in the land were 
guilty of the most inexcuaaole reckless- 
ness in handling trust funds for a sacrod 
purpose. 

In the next parai:rapb Mr. Cecil objects 
to niy s arenient that no attention was 
|i-iid to Dr. Cone's minority report, and 
implies that the Board was discussing it 
for six months; bnt if be will refer to 
the history, he will find that instead of 
liscssaing Dr. Cone's report they were 
trf lag " to settle a principle in relation 
to the translation of the Qreek word 
bapti:o." To shbw that they did not sae- 
ceed, see the final vote oa the rseolatioas 
— thirty to fourteen.

But on Bishop I'ltoomh's objection the 
application of the Baptists was refused, 
the Baptist members of the Boaid of 
Managers resigned, and many of tiie 
churches and ministers all over the coun- 
try who had been C0K>perating with the 
Auxiliary Societies, withdraw from all 
connection with them. Did we have 
sufficient causs or not? Let the rsadar 
judge for himself. 

Mr. Cecil next attacks my statement 
upon tbe qaestion of Baptist contriba- 
tions to the American Bible society. I 
have only this to say, that Mr. Cecil gets 
his figures, and in fact his whole argu- 
ment, from the first statement publicly 
made, and takes no note whatever of all 
the literature on both sides published 
siace, nor of the fact that many of the 
statements made in the Bible transla- 
tions from which he quotes, were after- 
wards so clenriv and unquestionably re- 
fated that they were practically given up, 
even by those who put them forth.

Mr. Cecil's 
authority Rives $18,000 as the amount ol 
legacies from Baptists, sad yet John 
Fleetwood Marsh, a B«ptislof Bast Ohss- 
ter, N. Y., left them an estate from whish 
on« sslaif mhnt nsarly three times that 
amonnt has been reoeived. It is true 
that at the time msnUensd his sstate had 
not been settled, end tbe Society had 
only received from it $10,000 in aetaal 
cash; hut tbe on'v reason they had not 
received it was that the estate had not 
been settled. I find tbat some time 
after this tbey acknowledged at one time 
the rec»int of $28,000 from the estate tw 
apart wi'y of the balance. Tfiis makes 
$30,000 from one Baptist, and more to 
come. No matter if it had not been pnid 
in, the m«a w,is dead, the estate was 
worth many ti:nes that amount, and the 
will had been proved. Is it not theu 
evidently misleading and unjust to the 
Baptists for Mr, Cecil to mike no men- 
tion of this large legacv in compiling the 
ri,{ures to show haw little tha Baptists 

had done?

Mr. Cecil makes litcht of my ststoment 
that " Biiptiets have given every year 
tbonsands of dollars to the Amenean 
Bible 8ociet.v," and goes on to diaprove it 
by a remarkable process. He says : 
" Take for inatanaa the Annual Reporu 
for 1882. In tha colama of " Receipts " 
the Baptists are not credited withaaiuKle 
dollar oat in the colnmnof payments I 
flod "To the American Bapt lit Missionary 
Union, $2,231.67." My reply is, take the 
Annual Report for 1884, (as I cannot find 
the one for 1882,) and in the column of 
Receipts Ihc I'rtuhylrrian^ arf net i redili d, 
milk a single dollar, but in the column of 
paymeuts I llnd: "To Pres. Board of 
Foreiijn Mission, for Lodiana, $188, i)4." 
Arcordins to Mr. Cecil's own lojjic (hen, 
the Presbyterians in is^l {avenolliinK to 
tha Bible Society, an t received $188 1)4 
from it. Neitkerdol tind in the column of 
receipts thattbeMethodists gar«anythin|{ 
that year, nor the Congregationalisls, nor 
the Disciples nor any olhr detujtntnalum. 
Therefore the Bit)le Society did not re- 
ceive anything from any of the denomin- 
ations in 1884. " But it may be said that 
these denomiations contributed by church 
collections that year, and hence did not 
receive credit for their gifts," as Mr. Cecil 
says of ths Baptists. But the church col- 
lections for that year, though the amount 
is not given sapa r a t ely as in the Reports 
for preceding, yaara, were no larger than 
usual, probably not aseeeding $10,000. 
And yet thesa ebnfob oollaetioasi one of 
the smallest sonroaaef ravanoa raoorted, 
is the on 'y sonrca where credit is nvan to 
the different denominations, ma Otere k 
ahioluUiy no mdenee outtiii of the$e church 
collections, that the Preabyterlans, Metbo 
dists or any other denomiaation aiave any- 
thing to the Society in 1884 Yet the re- 
ceipts for that year amount to over $640,- 
000. " When you remember that this 
amount $10,054 18 embraces all special 
collactions tor this cause Ac, one is left 
to wonder from what peculiar source the 
several thoasandsof dolUrscomt." Well 
there are aeveral "peculiar aourcea" 
mentioned in Ike Report before oie. For 
instance: Auxiliary Societies, $17S,K2t «7, 
of which $2),80a 13 are credited as i{ifta. 
Then "Individual Donations" about 
$20,000. Then under the hea<l of "Vari- 
ous Sources," I find "collections l)y Col- 
()orteurs, $11,336 97." .\re Colporteurs 
in the ha>>it of asking a man's church 
relations before they accept his money? 
Certainly thoae I have met, have not been 
thus careful. Ttien there are loni; lists 
of collections at different places, made by 
different persons, and not included nnder 
church collections, besides "Le^ucies," 
$156,372.00. And yet, with all these 
diflarent sonrcesof income beforehim,Mr. 
Cecil selects one of tha smaileat, and 
aaks how can tha Baptiata give several 
thousand dollara a year to tha Society 
when only 910,000 ara reported as cAure^ 
eoUsettoNi, as if nobody gave ia any other 
way. My reply is, that they have given 
it through the Auxiliary Societies, of 
which tiie Report says that including 
branches there are more than aeven thou- 
Hstid. I don't know how many Itigacies 
b.ive been loft by Baptists, nor how many 
H.iptirtfH li;ive m I'le individual <li)nitlionH, 
nor liow m;iny b ive >;i\eii to the ('olpor- 
tenr.i, bill 1 do know that m.iny Itiptist 
(churches, all ovi r tlic SdUi li|\M)i k with I he 
Auxiliary Socii ic.s yet ; and that unti^ 
within tlie last few ytMr.s it \vm« the ex- 
ception rather than the rule to find one 
that dill imt. In the vrrv year h\ r. ( 'ecil 
says liaptists are not cieiliid vvith a dol- 
lar (IHSiJ,) the writer was pastor at 
Carlisle, and not only diil the chiircli 
take part, but 1 went with the FiiblttaKeut 
on Monday (court day) aud introduced 
him to every Baptist 1 could find from 
the couaty, and if one refused a contri- 
bution I didn't know it. In that year 
the charcbea at Mayaville, Flemingsburg, 
Carlisle, Millersbnrg, Paris, Cynthlana, 
Lexington and Mt. Sterling, or all of the 
eharcbea aloag tha K. C, Rsilroad towns 
eo>eparstad with the Society, aa soma of 
tmmdayet.
